Bus  Runs  On  Half-Hour  Schedule 


BYU  students  taking  the  Provo  Bus  Lines 
bus  downtown  or  returning  from  downtown 
to  campus  between  1 and  6 p.m.  will  find  it 
much  easier  for  themselves  to  use  the  newly 
created  half-hour  schedule,  according  to 
George  Adams,  Provo  City  Lines  owner. 

ACCORDING  TO  the  new  schedule  the 
bus  leaves  the  campus  at  eight  minutes  and 
25  minutes  after  the  hour.  The  bus  that 
leaves  at  eight  minutes  after  the  hour  goes 
directly  to  the  City  Drug  store  and  then 
works  its  way  along  University  Ave.  to  the 
Helaman  Halls  area. 

It  then  goes  to  the  Wymoimt  Terrace 
stop  and  then  stops  at  the  Deseret  Dorms 
and  Heritage  Halls  areas  before  returning 
to  campus. 


The  bus  that  leaves  at  25  minutes  after 
the  hour  comes  to  campus  after  leaving  the 
Utah  National  Bank  in  downtown  Provo  at 
15  minutes  after  the  hour  and  proceding 
along  Center  and  up  900  East.  From  cam- 
pus it  goes  to  the  doim  area  where  it  turns 
around  for  a return  trip  directly  down  900 
East  to  Center  Street.  It  then  begins  the  re- 
turn trip  along  University  Ave. 

THE  FARE  for  students  from  the  on- 
campus  dorm  areas  to  the  campus  is  10  cents 
and  to  the  downtown  areas  the  fare  is  15 
cents  from  the  dorms  or  the  campus. 

Owner  Adams  urges  all  students  going 
downtown  to  use  the  half-hour  schedule  and 
avoid  the  large  crowds  that  use  the  service 
on  the  hourly  schedule.

Plane  Crash  Kills  29; 
Storm  Cited  As  Cause 


LAS  VEGAS,  NEV.,  (AP)  — 
Searchers  found  on  a mountain 
top  Monday  the  ■wreckage  of  a 
Phoenix  - to  - Las  Ve.gas  airliner 
that  crashed  in  a snowstorm  Sun- 
day night,  killing  all  28  persons 
aboard. 

THE  SIIATTlbRLI)  twin-eng- 
ine Bonaza  Airline  prop  jet  lay 
scattered  across  Arden  Dome,  a 
rocky,  flat-topped  butte  4,410 
feet  high  and  nine  miles  South- 
west of  Las  Vegas. 

Half  a dozen  bodies  were 
strewn  near  the  craft.  Others 
were  inside  or  buried  in  the 
snow.  The  wreckage  did  not  burn. 

Snow  had  continued  falling  un- 
til about  8 A.M.  then,  under  part- 
ly cloudy  skies,  150  workers  be- 
gan the  task  of  bringing  out  the 
bodies. 

HKLICO-PTERS,  Clark  county 
sheriff's  jeeps  and  Nevada  high- 
way patrol  cars  and  Air  Force 
rescue  trilcks  streamed  /into  the 
area. 

The  plane  lay  pointed  toward 
Las  Vegas  and  broken  into  three 
sections— tail,  fuselage  and  cock- 
pit— in  a line  stretching  about 
150  yards. 

The  search  by  cars  and  jeeps 
had  gone  on  through  the  night 
after  the  Fairchild  F27,  Bonanza’s 
flight  114  from  Phoenix,  vanish- 
ed from  McCarran  field’s  radar 
screen  at  8:27  P.M.  (PST). 

THK  PLANE  WAS  heading 
Northeast,  dropping  down  into 
the  mountain-rimmed  Las  Vegas 
valley  for  an  instrument  landing. 

Searchers  in  a jeep  spotted  the 
wreckage  about  7 A.M.  from  an- 
other ridge  .10  miles  away. 

• Copters  flew  over  the  debris, 
then  rescuers  made  their  way  to 
it  in  jeeps,  rescue  vehicles  and  on 
foot. 

THE  PLANE’S  left  engine  lay 
to  the  rear  of  the  tail.  One  wing, 
torn  off,  was  to  the  right  of  the 
cockpit. 

Copters  ferried  a dozen  men 
rrith  shovels  and  baskets  to  the 


top  of  the  butte.  About  150  others 
established  a camp  in  an  arroyo 
about  500  feet  below,  building  a 
fire  by  which  to  warm  them- 
selves between  turns  at  rescue 
work.  A power-line  service  road 
leads  to  the  campsite. 

• The  temperature — 30  degrees 
last  night — was  iip  to  45.  The 
whole  Las  Vegas  valley  was 
covered  with  3 to  4 inches  of 
snow.

U.  S.  Refuses 
Money  Pledge 
To  U.  N.  Fund 

UNITED  NATIONS,  N.Y., 
(AP)  -The  United  States  refused 
Monday  to  make  a 1965  money 
pledge  to  the  U.N.  special  fund 
and  expanded  program  of  tech- 
nical aid  pending  a solution  to 
the  U.S.-Soviet  crisis  over  over- 
due peacekeeping  assessments. 

AS  PRINCIPAL  contributor 
the  United  States  normally  pled- 
ges 40  per  cent  of  the  total  rais- 
ed by  voluntary  contributions  to 
the  two  major  U.N.  programs  for 
help  to  economically  handicapped 
nations. 

U.S.  Ambassador  Franklin  II. 
Williams  spehed  out  the  U.S. 
position  at  the  annual  pledging 
conference  where  France  and  a 
number  of  other  countries  in- 
creased their  pledges  by  a con- 
siderable amount — but  not  en- 
ought  to  overcome  a gap  left  bj^ 
the  U.S.  action. 
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The  target  for  1965  is  $1-30  mil- 
lion. For  the  current  year  109 
countries  have  pledged  or  paid 
$137,100,000— including  the  Unit- 
ed States. 

LAST  YEAR’S  pledging  con- 
ference raised  $74  663,616,  not 
counting  the  U.S.  pledge. 

It  was  apparent  that  the  pled- 
ges Monday  would  exceed  that 
figure.

Claudia  Alta  Taylor  Johnson— 
Lady  Bird  to  all  who  know  her— 
is  one  of  the  most  versatile  wo- 
.men  ever  to  become  First  Lady. 
It  is  a job  of  public  servant  with- 
out pay — that  demands  versatili- 
ty. 

THEKE  ARE  NO  set  rules  that 
a President's  wife  must  follow, 
but  she  is  expected  to  set  an  ex- 
ample for  the  nation  of  “elegance, 
taste  and  tact,”  publicly  and 
privately,  but  this  is  only  the 
start  of  her  tasks. 

According  to  an  article  written 
by  Marjorie  Hunter,  New  York 
Times,  the  First  Lady  is  expect- 
ed to  be  the  perfect  hostess  at 
ceremonial  dinners  for  foreign 
heads  of  state  and  at  receptions 
for  the  judiciary  and  diplomats, 
the  Congress  and  the  military. 

SHE  IS  EXPECTED  to  attend 
charity  benefits  and  visit  hospi- 
tals, greet  Girl  Scouts  and  poster 
girls,  and  watch  thousands  of 
youngsters  trample  the  White 
House  lawn  at  the  annual  Easter- 
egg  roU. 

‘ She  is  expected  to  receive  the 
Daughters  of  the  American  Re- 
volution every  spring,  give  lunch- 
eons for  wives  of  Senators  and 
Congressmen,  and  sponsor  symp- 
hony-orchestra drives  and  christ- 
en ships.  She  is  expected  to  auto- 
graph pictures,  divulge  her  favor- 
ite recipes  and  give  her  advice  on 
raising  children. 

MRS.  JOHNSON  IS  expected 
to  shake  a thousand  hands  at  one 
standing,  to  smile  when  she 
wants  to  cry.  She  is  expected  to 
be  familiar  enough  with  her 
husband’s  work  to  know  what  to 
talk  about,  and  what  not  to  talk 
about. 

The  First  Lady  is  expected  to 
plan  menus,  answer  thousands 
of  letters  a week  and  run  a 132- 
room  mansion  to  which  the  Presi- 
dent can  retreat  after  a hard  day 
at  the  office.
